Dominion and Provincial legislation 
should be passed without delay as 
Canada is now wasting 55 per cent of 
its share of the waters of the St. Mary 
and all the Milk River. With the water 

‘trom the Belly and Waterton rivers 
‘ diverted into the St. Mary Reservoir, 
some 795,700 acre feet would be avail- 
able, 

There are 508,800 acres irrigated in 
Alberta now in 12 districts. The main 
areas of this proposed extension 
would be (1) The area along the Leth- 
bridge-Medicine Hat Railway, (2) The 
Milk River area South East of Leth- 
bridge. 

The proposed programme calls for 
a 14 year period of construction, The 
8rd year would develop 24,600 acres 
in the Grassy Lake and Burdette 
tracts. The 4th year would develop 
27,000 acres in the Yellow Lake and 
Purple Springs area. The 5th year 
42,400 acres would be developed in the 
Big Bend and Medicine Hat areas, As

Emergency Change in Price Rates 
of Hog Grades 

Like Easter bonnets, fashions in 
hogs change too. A little more weight 
and finish on the market hog is the 
order of the day. The recent an- 
nouncement that the same price will 
be paid for B-3 hogs as lighter 
weights in the same grade category 
does not represent a radical change 
in the minds of Canadian Bacon 
Board officials. They have been urg- 
ing heavier weights in order to 
make more certain that the 600,- 
000,000 1b. British bacon contract will 
be fulfilled or exceeded. The change 
should be regarded as a temporary 
expedient rather than a permanent 
measure, The object is to get more 
pounds of bacon from the hogs 
marketed. Farmers are asked not to 
market a hog until it has reached 
at least 200 lbs. live weight. This 
should be good news for farmers. A 
little more finish can be put on their 
hogs with that extra barley they are 
planning to grow this year, without 
fear of a price discount on B-3 hogs 
weighing around 220 lbs, The change 
in price regulations does not apply 
to C-3 or D-3 grades. 

There are six official carcass 
grades, These are “A,” “B,” “C,” “D,” 
“E” and Sows. “A’s” are carcasses 
from top quality bacon hogs. The 
remaining grades decrease progres- 
sively in general quality.
